The new regulation means that 
AU -vell-beinaved tenazts of houses, 
apa. ents, flats, rooms or parts 
of houses can be sure they will not 
have to move before May 1, 1945. 
‘This security is brought about by 
a W.P.73. order now in effect, 
which extends to tenants of shared 
Accommodation the same protec- 
tion of six months’ notice as is en- 
joyed by occupants of houses, 
duplexes and apartments. 
Though six months’ notice is 
now necessary, no tenant or room- 
er may be ordered to vacate be- 
tween Sept. 30 and the following 
April 30. Reason for this accord- 
ing to rental officers iz to prevent 
reediens shifting of thousands of 
families during the winter months 
when weather .cditions are far 
from conduct to moving. All of 
which means you have a roof over 
your head until May 1, 1945, at 
least. 

The new order requiring atx} 
months’ notice with May 1st as the 
soonest possible “move-out" date, | 
does not apply if you are a board- | 
er. Now a “boarder” is interpreted | 
by rental officers as “one who has! 
his food or food and lodging at the 
house of another, or lives with a 
amily as one of its members.”
